BATON ROUGE, La., May 15 #.— 
Working practically unguarded 600 
convicts from Louisiana’s State 
Penitentiary are toiling heroically 
on: the levees to save Louisiana's 
fertile farms from the tremendous 
flow of flood waters rushing down 
the Atchafalaya and Mississippi 
Rivers and at places where a sud- 
den crevasse would their 
lives.

Production in the.automobile indus- 
try, which fell. off-during the first 
three months of the year, showed a 
substantial increase in April. Auto- 
mobile plants and those making auto- 
mobile accessories increased their 
forces and many returned to full time 
schedules. There was some better- 
ment in the textile industry, but con- 
ditions have not improved greatly in 
New England, where there is still a 
surplus of mill workers. 


Flood Put Many Out of Work. 


As the result of ‘flood conditions in 
the lower Mississippi Valley, the 
port said, many men and women have 
been thrown into temporary idleness. 
Aside from this condition, the country 
pretty generally has little unemploy- 
ment, except in the seasonal indus- 
tries. 

There is much building activity in 
most .of the large cities, but not suf- 
ficient to employ all those engaged 
in the industry, although indications 
are that the majority of those idle’ in 
the building trade will find work in 
the next thirty days.

2::32:34 

Quanowahu is a full-fledged brave of 
his tribe. He finished second in the 
recent Phoenix (Arix.) - on, run 
through the Mojave desert. ‘The perils 
of heat, thirst, rattlesnakes, gila mon- 
asters and whatever else the desert has 
to offer did not endanger the Indian as 
much as the thousands of auto drivers 
around and past whom the Hop? made 
his way yesterday along every foot of 
the 26 miles and 385 yards of the route. 
The gasoline fumes from the in- 
terminable line of cars were partly re- 
sponsible for the withdrawal from the 
race of Quanowahu’s tribal brother, 
Pohoquaptewa. The rest of-the reason 
was that rubber-soled running slippers 
oe unyielding pavement blistered his 
eet. 


Muscles Chilled by Wind. 
That Quanowahu was unsccustomed 
to running in a temperature as low as 
that of yesterday was evident at the 
finish when he showed not a bead of 
perspiration. Michelsen was wet from 
head to foot, The chill wind that blew 
through the Long Beach streets caused

A Life on the Ocean Wave.

Cukoschay then discovered that his op- 
ponent was @ chap called Battling Ski and light-heavy- 
weight champion of the navy. 

This battle gave Cukoschiay the idea that he could 
fight, and when he put out to sea he took up boxing in 
& serious way. He climbed the frigging to develop his 
footwork and he-weighed the anchor regularly to de- 
velop his back muscles. He borrowed the name of his 
late opponent, Battling Ski, and under that name he 
won the heavyweight championship of the navy. 


Mixing Dough for the Doughboys. 


In the Meantime Edward James Maloney was a 
“doughboy” by double significance. He was a soldier 
stationed at Fort Leavenworth and his military duties 
consisted in converting barrels of white flour into loaves 
ee ee In short, he was a

When Maloney got out of the army he returned to 
his native city of Boston and began to rise in the 


lights of the ring and was immediately hailed aa the 
logical successor to John L. Sullivan. 

Being an Irish-American tn a town that has a large 
proportion of Irish-Ametican citizenry, he became a 
popular hero almost over night. 

Then he ran into Jack Sharkey, who was none other 
than Joseph Paul Cukoschay or Battling Ski or any 
name you choose to ¢all him. The sailor had “swallowed 
the anchor,” had abandoned hia real name of Cukoschay 
and his adopted name of Battling Ski, and had taken to 
the prize-ring under the name of Jack Sharkey, which 
is now his legal cognomen as sanctioned by the courts 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Three Battles in Boston. 
Sharkey wasn’t quite ready to step out against such a 
prominent puncher as Jimmy Maloney in 1924, but he 
went through with it and first blood went to the ex- 
doughboy.” Maloney won by a clear margin and the 
army was one up on the navy. 

Early in 1925 the battlers climbed through the ropes 
again and this time Sharkey got the decision on a foul 
in the ninth round. Maloney had Sharkey down half a 
dozen times, but the sailor's supporters claim they were 
all foul blows that laid him. low. 

That set the stake for another bout later in 1925, and 
Sharkey gave Maloney a fore-and-aft raking which tvas 
a delight to the rooters for the former rover of the 
roaring deep.

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DEBT REDEMPTION. 

The policy indicated in Secretary 
MELLON’S call for the outstanding 
Second Liberty 434s, that the Gov- 
ernment’s conversion operations 
will hereafter be restricted to re- 
placement of maturing long-term 
loans with low-rate obligations hav- 
ing a comparatively short maturity, 
is something of an innovation in the 
history of public debts. To an ex- 
tent it has been practiced in recent 
refunding operations by Great Brit- 
ain also, as when a maturity of 
£82,000,000 of 5: per cents, due last 
February, was converted into a 4% 
per cent. issue payable in seven 
years. But there is no analogy with 
the large refunding operations of 
the nineteenth century. The British 


Government loans. of. that . period 


were as a rule perpetual; and when 
they were refunded at a lower rate, 
they still fixed no definite maturity. 
United States Government bonds of 
Civil War issue .became largely re- 
deemable during or after 1870; they 
were mostly taken up with new 
loans bearing a lower rate of inter- 
est, but the new loans were made 
payable twenty or thirty * from 
the date of issue. 

In our own refunding aperations 
of half a century ago, however, 
there was a double reason for not 
converting into short-term loans. 
Bond issues with a near maturity 
did not meet with favor on the part 
either of the Government or the in- 
vesting public. The Treasury wished 
to insure itself against vicissitudes 
of the money market; the bond- 
subscribers preferred an investment 
which could be retained for a long 
period. This preference was greatly 
emphasized by the growth of the 
national bank circulation, based by 
law on pledge of United States 
bonds as security. 

When the.Government, in the 
prosperous year 1900, converted into 
2 per cents the large existing loans. 
bearing 3, 4 and 5 per. cent. and 
paid a premium. in cash as induce- 
ment for the exchange, it fixed a 
thirty-year term for the new 2 per 
cents. Its avowed purpose was to 
prevent so far as possible the rapid 
extinction of the debt, whose ex- 
istence appeared tobe necessary. in 
order that the bonds might continue 
to serve as a backing for bank note 
currency or as security for public 
deposits in the banks. It believed 
that active trade would need more 
currency, and that ‘the ‘publi¢ sur- 
plus was such as to necessitate 
either locking up of actual cash in 
the Treasury (with resultant money 
stringency), or the throwing of ex- 
ceptionally large amounts into. re- 
purchase of United States bonds, or 
the lodging of the surplus with the 
national banks. 

None of these motives can exist 
under our present system; the mere 
recital of them shows how far the 
United States has moved from the 
awkward fiscal machinery of those 
days.

Whether the curious paradox of 1835 
and 1888, whereby approaching ex- 
tinction of the public debt created 
a difficult financial situation, will 
in any way recur, is not an unin- 
teresting question. In 1888 the dan- 
ger lay with the currency, but the 
trouble of 1835 arose from political 
efforts to use the cancellation of the 
debt as a ground for unwarranted 
increase of public expenditure. That 
possibility we should have to face 
if the present debt were to be 
extinguished. 


GIVING PAIN TO MR, KOENIG, 

The Republican boss of Manhat- 
tan, Mr. SAMUEL KOENIG, seldom 
makes a public address. He must 
have been deeply moved, his delicate 
sensibilities greatly hurt, to induce 
him to speak out of his burdened 
heart as he did on Saturday. What 
grieves him is the duplicity of the 
friends of Governor SMITH. In the 
South and in some parts of the West 
they are putting it about that the 
Governor is not so much of a Wet, 
after all. He will enforce the law as 
he finds it. His election as Presi- 
@ent would not mean the instant 
repeal of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment. Yet in this part of the coun- 
try, especially New York, Republi- 
cans have been asked to vote for 
Governor SMITH, and have done it 
in distressingly large numbers, on 
the ground that he is the wettest of 
the Wet. Such inconsistency is pain- 
ful to Mr. KOENIG. He calls for 
straightforward honesty in politics, 
especially as concerns the issue of 
prohibition. 

This reveals the sdrrow which 
must have been caused Mr. KOENIG 
by the backing and filling on the 
Same subject of his own Repub- 
lican Party. If he had been able 
to control it and dictate its platform, 
we should not have seen its double- 
faced attitude during the State 
campaign held last year and in the 
Legislature. It was the New York 
Republicans whom severe prohibi- 
tionists like Senator Boran de- 
nounce as “ nuillificationists.” Im- 
agine Mr, KOENIG haying to sit by 
in silence while this was said. Only 
fancy how he suffered in order to 
be strong when he was predicting 
the triumphant election of OGDEN 
MILLS over Governor SMITH, even 
though the latter was being “ capi- 
talized” as a Wet. At last, he is 
able to free his mind. He righteously 
condemns the Democrats for trying 
to have it both ways. He calls for 
explicit and fearless party state- 
ments and promises. But will he be 
able to get them from his own be- 
loved but somewhat rebellious Re- 
publicans? Probably not. But that 
will not prevent him from carrying 
the pageant of his bleeding heart to 
Republican headquarters and tear- 
fully demanding election for another 
term as President of the Republican 
Committee.

Don’t 
they understarid that international 
commerce -is. advantageous to both 
parties to it? Can’t they see that 
exorbitant protection simply creates 
monopolies at home and results in 
high prices charged to helpless con- 
sumers? Then there is the question 
of high tariffs interfering with forc- 
eign exchange, and preventing one 
nation paying its debts to another. 
Those debts cannot be paid in gold; 
they must be liquidated either ty 
goods or services; and if the creditor 
nation makes it difficult, if not im- 
pc “sible, for the debtor to pay, by 
imposing prohibitory duties on the 
goods offered, how can it expect to 
receive its due? 

Thus far the Europeans seem to 
hav2 sat meekly under these exhor- 
tations by Uncle Sam. They have 
been extremely polite. They have 
not once told the physician to heal 
himself, or asked Uncle Sam if his 
own fable could not be applied to 
himself: It is true that one or two 
minor protests have been made, as, 
for example, against the American 
demand to be admitted to the count- 
ing houses of European manufactur- 
ers, so as to ascertain accurately 
their costs of production, prelimi- 
nary to increasing the tariff of the 
United States against their exports. 
But this has been only a trifle, not 
in the least impairing the majestic 
spectacle of Uncle Sam going to 
Europe as a schoolmaster to teach 
the natives the absurdity and foily 
of high protective tariffs. 


“ORDERLY CONGESTION.” 


The town is indebted to Mr. JOHN 
C. ForSTEeR of the Eighth Avenue As- 
sociation for contributing this de- 
lightful phrase to the current dis- 
cussion. Street traffic, particularly 
in the midto-vn area, is getting more 
hopeless every day. Wide-awake 
merchants are c@nvinced that con- 
gestion has already reached a point 
where it carries a threat to their 
trade. But there have always been 
those who scoff at such fears, fight 
proposed restrictions and loudly pro- 
claim that congestion is the very life 
of trade. Metaphorically speaking 
—there would be no opportunity for 
him to do so literally amywhere in 
the section he represents—Mr. Fors- 
TER walks in the middle of the road. 

Is there any such thing as 
“orderly congestion”? Discussion 
has been hampered by a conflict of 
terms. Concentration is often an 
advantage, and has proved so to 
some extent in the downtown busi- 
ness district. But the minute it is 
overdone it leads to congestion, 
which, as applied to traffic condi- 
tions, has been defined as “ that de- 
“ gree c. overcrowding of vehicles in 
“streets that obstructs freedom cf 
“circulation, with attendant conse- 
“quences of economic waste and in- 
“convenience.” Practically, so far 
as Manhattan is concerned, the ques- 
tion is an academic one, as conceu- 
tration has almost everywhere given 
place to congestion, and nowhere 
more so than in the midtown section. 
It has been estimated, and conserva- 
tively, that it is costing our tight 
little island $500,000 a day. 

So when Mr. FORSTER calls for 
orderly congestion and asks public 
bodies -and civic officials of Manhat- 
tan to get together to “defeat any 
“effort which would tend to para- 
“lyze Manhattan by rerouting traf- 
“fic through other districts,” it is 
difficult to follow his reasoning. It 
looks as if he had disease and cure 
mixed up. The prevailing impres- 
sion is that Manhattan is pretty 
well paralyzed already. Rerouting 
of traffic by bridges, arterial high- 
ways and by-passes has been ad- 
vanced on expert authority as at 
least a partial remedy. Another is 
stricter zoning, with due regard for 
the relation between size of build- 
ings and capacity of streets. But 
Eighth Avenue is young yet, and is 
looking forward enthusiastically to 
the opening of the new subway, 
and thinks that crowds are heaven- 
sent. 


AIRPLANE DESIGNERS. 

Interest in flights through the air 
between the United States and 
France has brought out contrasts in 
airplane designs. The Fokker ma- 
chine which Commander Byrp hopes 
to use in the cause of commercial 
aviation resembles in some respects 
the Keystone Pathfinder on which 
Lieut. Commander Noet Davis and 
Lieutenant WoosTeR lost their lives. 
Both planes are three-engined and 
have great lifting power and a aoe? 
high rate of speed. Both are roomy 
and fitted with new aids to naviga- 
tion, The three motors are supposed 
to increase the margin of safety and 
tue chance of success in an oceanic 
flight. Apparently the one-motor

Each nation, said Mr. CLARK, had 
its own problems, and no nation 
could fail to learn something from 
another. Great Britain, for in- 
stance, had to build airplanes that 
would be durable in the varying 
climates of her dominions. Most of 
her construction is of wood, with 
fittings of sheet steel. Great Britain 
is conservative, inclined to stick to 
types that have a good record for 
distance. The De Haviland ma- 
chines, for instance, have not un- 
dergone many changes in design, 
France, on the other hand, experi- 
ments with a kind of élan. . The 
French have a liking for “ sesqui- 
planes,” the wing-and-a-half design, 
“the upper plane having a mucn 
“ greater spread, and usually greater 
“chord, than the lower.” Of this 
type is the Bréguet XIX, which has 
to its credit a cross-country non- 
stop flight of 3,400 miles.. Speak- 
ing of “the general lightness, 
“even flimsiness, of the structure 
“throughout the airplane,” Mr. 
CLARK says that “it may be French 
“engineers have learned how to 
“make structures very flexible and 
“shock-absorbing and yet strong 
“and durable.” 

The most interesting of all de- 
velopments is said to be that in 
Germany, where ingenuity has 
been spurred by restrictions which 
were imposed by the post-armistice 
treaty. “These rules,” says Mr. 
CLARK, “have forced German engi- 
“neers into lines of endeavor which 
“may result, within the near future, 
“in Germany’s leading the world in 
“commercial aviation.”. DORNIE2, 
ROHRBACH and JUNKERS have con- 
centrated on the monoplane and the 
thin duralumin sheet for covering. 
JUNKERS prefers “the straight caa- 
“tilever wing strongly tapered both 
“in plan and depth.” DORNIER has 
specialized in land-type airplanes 
convertible into seaplanes. “He 
“uses flat, thin-sheet duralumin skin 
“to take stresses from drag and 
“other loads.” In his flying boats 
he obtains lateral stability on the 
water “ by streamline sponsons built 
out from the main hull.” In Hol- 
land, FOKKER continues to build can- 
tilever wings “ tapered in plan form 
and depth from root to tip.” Wood 
is the material he uses, but his fuse- 
lages are “entirely of welded seam- 
less steel tube.” 

The United States has learned from 
FOKKER, but duralumin is sometimes 
used for fusclages insteac of welded 
seamless steel. Wing spars are usu- 
ally of spruce. “Doped cotton” 1s 
in demand for covering. Mr. CLARK 
thinks there is something in the ar- 
gument that “in ‘using more than 
“one engine we are only admitting 
“ weakness in power-plant reliabil- 
“ity or in lack of landing fields.” 
He sees complications in the “ multi- 
engine arrangements.” He concludes 
by saying that “ what we are aftir 
“in commercial aviation is to carry 
“the greatest number of pounds a 
“ given distance with the minimuin 
* horsepower.” 


THE WILLIAMSTOWN PROGRAM. 


The Williamstown Institute of Poli- 
tics entering upon its seventh ses- 
sion may be said to have become an 
“institution.” It has a changing 
Faculty, gathered anew from the 
world’s available talent from China 
to Peru. That phrase indicates the 
scope for this year, since China and 
the countries that lie toward Peru 
are to be the chief objects of con- 
sideration this Summer. The main 
purpose remains the same—to dis- 
cuss questions which arise in this 
country either out of wholly new 
problems in the relations of peoples 
or out of new phases into which old 
problems have entered. This year 
the new problems and phases arise 
largely from the spread of the com- 
merce of the United States, the 
growth of its lending power and re- 
sultant new contacts. Last year the 
accent was put mainly upon the re- 
sources of the world, their adequacy 
to meet the needs of a growing 
population and the interdependence 
of countries in respect of essential 
materials. This year the subjects an- 
nounced suggest a synthetic rather 
than an analytic treatment... 

Yet there will be some analytical 
observations. Count Srorza, the dis- 
tinguished diplomat from Italy, who 
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to the Peace of Versailles; but he 
will no doubt face forward before 
the end of his course. So, too, will 
Dr. JOSEPH S. Davis in treating 
international debts. As for Mr.

SPECIALIZED AGRICULTURE. 


Model Farms Called the Antithesis 
of What Farms Should Be. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tue Trimes’s report today of the 
Guernsey cattle sale at Trenton, N. J., 
wherein an average price of more than 
$1,100 a head was realized, with sales 
of some individual animals reaching 
as high as $8,600, is of particular in- 
terest and — — to the agricul- 
turist. 

Most people will ask: Can it be 
possible that any animal is worth such 
a price? It is possible to conceive of 
a situation where the buyer would be 
justified in paying this scale of prices 
in a Hmited way, but the creative and 
constructive breeder rarely, if ever, 
indulges in such practices. 

The most pronounced boom in pure 
bred live stock occurred in the short- 
horn. breed when, in this country 
and. England, the Bates strains of 
shorthorns were popular and fash- 
ionable to the degree that no breeder 
(of any standing would consider ani- 
mals of any other strain, or with an 
out-cross, as having any merit for 
| breeding purposes. A ‘corner’ was 
attempted in certain families, like the 
Duchess, within the Bates strain. The 
boom culminated. in the New York 
Mille sale near Rome, N. Y., in 1873, 
when record-breaking prices were 
realized, only to be followed by a com- 
plete collapse of the whole affair. 

‘The real. reason for that boom and 
its consequent collapse lay in the mind 
and creative activities of Amos Cruik- 
shank, a Scotch peasant farmer, the 
creator and improver of the so-called

On one of our most heated — 
problems—prohibition—Mr. Coolidge has 
failed equally to bring about a satis- 
factory situation.

I believe 
the country will be better off if the 
use of alcohol is discouraged. A dec- 
ade ago that condition seemed near. 
We had traveled far from the point 
where the aristocrat’ was proud of 
being able to hold his liquor. The 
spectacle of a hip flask would have 
been revolting. 

Prohibition has changed that; not 
only is the adult again proud of his 
liquor, but the younger generation is 
drinking more and more to. excess. 
Prohibition has stimulated the use of 
li- uor rather than moderated it. What- 
ever one’s views of conditions, how- 
ever, the point is that a straightway 
honest political platform would bring 
the issue squarely before the American 
people. 

It should not be side-tracked. It 
should be pushed to the foré and rec- 
ognized openly in its true importance. 
I do not know Governor Smith’s opin- 
ion on the repeal of the- Eighteenth 
Amendment. I hope that he favors 
the repeal. He can go before the 
‘people and present the issue, clearly 
cut. He may be defeated, but his 
reward will be that the people have 
a chance to register their convictions. 
Once taken out of the Constitution, 
where it never should havo been, we 
can meet the prohibition question as 
best suits the good and welfare of our 
country.

In-the same part of Newtown Creek, 
off the foot of Pink Street in the 
Greenpoint section of Brooklyn, where 
the body of a woman was found on 
Saturday, the body. of .a.man .was 
found floating yesterday. The police 
believe that the man and the woman 
were murdered aboard a barge or tug- 
boat in the East River, and that their 
bodies were thrown overboard. Their 
bodies apparently had been in the 
water for several hours. 

The. woman’s body. was bound with 
wire and sashcord, which was wrapped 
around = six-foot iron bar or winch, 
apparently taken from a barge, and 
was encased in burlap bags, but the 
‘man’s body was not trussed up or 
covered. The condition of the bodies 
is such that the authorities can get 
no idea of the cause of death until 
autopsies are performed today in the 
Kings County Morgue. 

The man was five feet eleven inches 
tall, weighed about 180 pounds, and 
appeared. to be about 35 years old. He 
wore a brown knitted sweater, brown 
trousers, . white cotton underwear, 
white socks and black shoes. Several 
teeth were missing. He wore a’ gold 
wedding ring,. with the inscription, 
“M. Z. to M. T., June 4, 1911,"" a clue 
to his identity, which will be followed | 
up today. by inquiries at the Marriage 
License Bureau, the Missing Persons 
Bureau and the Boat Owners’ Asso- 
ciation. 

The woman, who was about 50 years 
old, was about five feet five inches 
tall, weighed 110 pounds, had long gray 
hair and wore a gray sweater, black 
skirt and one shoe and stocking. She 
wore two wedding rings, which were 
without inscriptions.

Even at the height of the 
present movement of prosperity, the 
gradual but contingous' fall in prices 
has been watched with something of 
perplexity. From the larger economic 
viewpoint it had not been unexpected. 
History certainly bore out the expec- 
tation. Usually, the more or less con-_ 
tinuous decline, in the two or three 
decades after a devastating war, was 
ascribed to reduced buying capacity of 
the consuming world; sometimes to 
drastic readjustment of national cur- 
rencies after war-time inflation. 

Both influences have played their 
part in the recent world-wide fall of 
prices. But a third and not less im- 
portant influence -was never clearly 
perceived until after the great Euro- 
pean war. Extension of producing 
facilities under the urgent war de- 
mands, addition to producing. .plant, 
were undoubtedly among the economic 
phenomena of other great wars. They 
did not, however, receive the’ atten- 
tion that they deserved—partly, per- 
haps, because manufacturing enter- 
prises were swept into quick insolvency 
after the world war of a century ago 
and after our own Civil’ War. . That 
did not happen after 1918. Our own 


return. to. peace-time orders. with a 
plant often 30-or 40 per cent. larger 
than its pre-war magnitude. German 
producers, confronted with a currency 
collapsing into worthlessness, put their 
surplus earnings lavishly. into.. new 
plants-as the only: safe field-of invest- 
ment. France, reconstructing her dev- 
astated industrial provinées,~ installed 
thoroughly modernized facilities, capa- 
ble of far better production and closér 
competition than the plant that had / 
been destroyed.

PARIS, May 15.—The irregularity on 
the Paris Bourse last week, through 
which an obvious tendency to further 
rise was counteracted by heavy profit- 
taking, was due to several causes. One 
‘was fear of the effect on the French 
market of the Stock Exchange collapse 
at Berin, another was a rumor which 
Circulated, that the French Govern- 
ment was considering the plan of per- 
mitting the franc to go higher. This 
latter rumor was certainly wrong. By 
all information, the Bank of France 
ig still absolutely detérmined te coh- 
tinue maintaining the franc at the 
present rate, through buying all for- 
eign exchange that is offered on the 
Paris market, 

The bids for fyancs are still s0 oon- 
siderable that the bank’s purchases of 
foreign exchange reach a very large 
weekly aggregaate. The prevalent 
estimate of the ammount {is that re- 
serves of foreign exchange bills held 
by both the French Treasury and the 
Bank of France dare not less than 
$900,000,000. One effect of these con- 
tinuing heavy purchases of exchange 
by the Bank of France is the increas- 
ing abundance of money on the Paris 
market. The operations, through the 
equivalent release of bank funds, con- 
stantly add frésh stpplies to what was 
already overabundance. The Paris 
open-market discount rate has as a 
consequence gone as low as 2% per 
cent. 

Increase of 1 ,886,000,000,000 franes in 
the private deposits account at the 
Bank of France last week was due to 
payments made to the bank by the 
Caisse d’Amortissement on account of 
proceeds from subscriptions to the de- 
fense bonds. As a matter of fact, sub- 
scription to these bonds, wholly be- 
cause of the low rate of open-market 
discounts, increasés continuously. The 
amount outstanding must certainly 
have reached, or at least be very close 
to, the legal maximum of 46 per cent. 

As for the maturity of the outstand- 
ing defense bonds, approximately 80 
per cent. now have a term of one year, 
9% per cent. a two-year maturity, the 
remainder being six-months’ bonds 
subscribed for prior to Jan. 1. It is 
important to observe that. the maxi- 
mum issue of these bonds is auto- 
matically reduced in an amount equal 
to the sum of thé bonda exchahged for 
the redeemable 6 per cént. bonds now 
in course of issue.

FRENCH STATE AGAIN 
PAYS OFF BANK LOANS 


Reduction Had Been interrupted 
for Weeks by Treasury's 
London Disbursement.

PARIS, May 15.—The Treasury's re- 
payment of 400,000,000 francs to the 
Bank of France, as shown in last 
week’s statement, was noteworthy only 
because such repayments had been 
entirely suspended during the six 
preceding weeks. The reason for thet 
interruption, after the progressive re- 
duction of nearly 8,000,000,000 francs in 
the account between the beginning of 
the year and the third week of March, 
was that the Government had to pay 
to the bank the equivalent of the £18,- 
000,000 remittance used by the Treas- 
ury to take up ita London loan. On top 
of this the Treasury hed to meet an 
important due date of outstanding ob- 
ligations at the end of April, which 
necessitated the paying out of twelve 
to fifteen thousand billion francs. 
The market, therefore, was not in 
the least. surprised that the Treasury 
ceased during that period to reduce the 
account of advances by the bank. The 
really remarkable feature of the latest 
statements is that, thanks to the ac- 
count current of bankers’ deposits with 
the Treasury, the Government was not 
obliged to borrow from the Bank of 
France in order tc meet these require- 
ments. Although reduction in the ad- 
vances to the State had ceased, there 
was no increase during recent weeks.
